In accordance with the provis- 
jons of Section 18, Chapter 90 of the 
General Laws (Ter, Ed.), as am- 
ended by Chapter 564 of the Acts 
‘of 1948, the Department of Public 
Works and the Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, acting jointly, will give 
‘a public hearing at the office of 
the Department on the fourth floor 
of the Public Works Building, 100

He was on 
this ship, in 1942 in’ Recife, Brazil, 
when the Marblehead (another sis- 
ter ship) came in, on her return 
trip home from battling the Japs, 
at Java. The Marblehead had tak- 
en a terrific pounding, and was 
thought to have been lost. Many 
of the men on her had served wjth 
Chinn, on the Detroit and Omaha. 
(The Milwaukee was later turned 
over to the Soviets, renamed the 
Murmansk, and finally returned 
to the United States. While serv- 
ing on the Milwaukee CRinn was 
promoted to Warrant Gunner. 

By this time the United States 
Navy was doing what the Germans 
and Japs had been doing for years, 
building ships heavier than the 
“tonnage agreement” allowed. The 
first cruiser, in the United States 
Navy, for years, to exceed 10,000 
tons was the USS Baltimore, an 
eight inch gun cruiser, which dis-! 
placed over 13,000 tons. Chinn was, 
a “plankowner” of the Baltimor:

Chinn then became one of the 
swivel chair experts, in the Navy 
Department, in Washington. He 
was now an Ensign, in the Navy, 
one of those men who ‘‘came up 
through the hawse pipe’’, and he 
was sent to Washington to be a 
technical advisor, in the Bureau 
of Ordinance. Chinn stayed in 
Washington, in charge of a swivel 
chair, until October 1945, when 
he went to Boston, to serve in the 
‘mothballing’”’ operations, as Plas 
tic Officer. It was now Lt. (Jg) 
Henri Chinn. 

Since the war Chinn has served 
on various ships, and in 1980 h 
became Recruiting Officer, in Bos 
ton. Here Chinn really made 
friends with his neighbors of Wil- 
mington, whom he had never had 
time to meet before ,and a large 
number of Wilmington boys joined

Washington — Civil authori- 
ties are doing no wrong if they 
exercise some form of censor- 
ship over motion pictures before 
they are presented to“the pub- 
lie, according to Rev. Francis J. 
Connell of Catholic University 
in Washington. Far from being 
a violation of liberty, such cen- 
sorship is the staunch defender 
of the liberty we Americans 
cherish so highly. 

He said that civil authorities 
“are bound to have some con- 
cern for the spiritual and moral 
welfare of the citizens.” No one 
objezts when the state demands 
a chemical test of a patent medi- 
cine before it is put on the mar- 
ket.
